Definitely  on  Increase 

American  companies  have  in¬ 
creased  their  research  personnel  by 
41  per  cent  in  the  last  two  years, 
and  are  now  spending  6  per  cent 
of  their  total  net  income  on  indus¬ 
trial  research.  The  report  on  these 
expenditures  just  Issued  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Research  Council  and  the 
National  Resources  Planning  Board 
Is  timely  from  every  point  of  view. 

News  of  scientific  activity  In  in¬ 
dustry  designed  to  discover  .new 
products  and  to  improve  existing 
ones  is  ordinarily  a  pleasant  indi¬ 
cation  that  added  jobs  and  payrolls 
are  likely  to  be  in  the  offing.  In 
the  present  emergency,  it  is  also  a 
sign  that  one  of  the  bastions  of  our 
defense  is  being  strengthened. 

For  it  is  obvious  just  as 

they  lead  to  prosperity  in  times  of 
peace,  inventions  help  to  achieve 
security  in  times  of  emergency.  Only 
the  nation  with  scientists  working 
hard  to  keep  its  military  equipment 
up-to-the-minute  can  really  feel 
safe  in  this  troubled  modern  world, 

The  announcement  a  short  time 
ago  by  Charles  F.  Kettering,  distin¬ 
guished  American  inventor,  that  a 
vastly  improved  device  to  detect 
submarines  was  nearly  ready  for 
use,  and  it  would  make  the  lot  of 
the  undersea  craft  a  hard  one,  is  a 
case  in  point,  Mr,  Kettering  and  the 
General  Motors  research  division 
which  he  heads  had  been  cooperat¬ 
ing  with  the  Navy  on  this  invention 
for  six  years,  it  turned  out.— IPS

Roosevelt  Requests 

Program  of  Discussion 

In  order  to  build  civilian  morale, 
soundly  based  on  understanding  of 
the  problems  arising  from  the  world 
crisis,  the  President  has  requested 
Federal  Security  Administrator  Paul 
V.  McNutt  to  develop  and  inaug¬ 
urate  a  nation-wide  program  of 
public  discussion.  He  urged  that  the 
program  be  organized  by  the  United 
States  Office  of  Education  with  the 
cooperation  of  colleges  and  public 
school  systems. 

“The  genius  of  American  democ¬ 
racy,"  the  President  stated  in  a 
letter  to  Mr.  McNutt,  “is  expressed 
in  the  traditional  independence  and 
freedom  of  our  State  and  local 
schools  and  school  systems.  Their 
freedom  of  action  for  educational 
purposes  must  be  preserved.  It  is 
upon  that  freedom  that  we  hopefully 
depend  for  assurance  that  the 
judgements  of  our  people  will  be 
soundly  based.” 

Both  the  President  and  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Nutt  emphasized  the  great  value  of 
educational  forums  and  public  .^dis¬ 
cussion  which  have  been  promoted 
during  the  past  six  years  by  the 
United  States  Office  of  Education. 
The  administrator  expressed  special 
interest  in  the  recognition  of  public 
discussion  as  a  means  of  building 
civilian  morale. 

"Good  morale,"  said  Mr.  McNutt, 
“is  as  Important  to  defense  as  guns 
and  planes.  Morale  in  a  democracy 
is  unity  of  purpose  based  on  com¬ 
mon  understanding.  That  kjnd  of 
morale  thrives  on  free  and  full  dis¬ 
cussion.  The  responsibility  of  pro¬ 
moting  democratic  discussion  falls 
on  our  traditional  institutions  which 
we  have  set  up  for  enlightenment— 
our  colleges  and  schools,  I  am  sure 
that  our  institutions  of  learning  will 
respond  wholeheartedly  to  the  re¬ 
quest  of  the  President  of  tho  United 
States," 

Mr.  McNutt  announced  that  he 
was  calling  on  the  United  States 
Commissioner  of  Education,  John  W. 
Studebaker,  to  take  immediate  steps 
to  adapt  the  experience  and  organ 
ization  of  the  Office  of  Education 
in  launching  the  program  proposed 
by  the  President.

“The  Policy  and  Plans  Committee 
would  like  to  receive  suggestions 
from  members  of  the  profession  as 
to  contributions  which  the  Commit¬ 
tee  can  make  to  the  preservation. 
Improvement,  and  advancement  or 
public  education  in  Missouri.”

Taxidermy  Project 


Visiters  to  the  Art  Department 
on  tiio  fourth  floor  are  impressed 
by  the  colorful  display  of  stuffed 
birds. 

Last  fall  Mr.  Boyd  Tudder  began 
work  on  the  taxidermy  project.  Since 
he  began  he  has  mounted  owls, 
hawks,  a  meadow  lark,  cardinals, 
pheasants,  and  other  wild  birds. 

In  the  process  of  being  mounted 
now  are  a  fox  and  laughing  gull. 

The  mounting  process  is  a  com¬ 
plicated  one  and  infinite  care  must 
be  taken  to  preserve  the  original 
plumage  of  the  bird.  The  procedure 
is  virtually  the  same  for  animals 
and  birds,  ,  . 

,  First  the  subject  Is  sklned  and  all 


bones  and  meat  are  removed.  This 
is  tile  most  ticklish  phase  of  the 
work.  The  skin  is  then  washed  in  a 
cleansing  solution  and  treated  with 
acid  to  keep  out  the  moths.  Balsa 
wood  and  wire  supports  are  used 
to  form  the  body.  The  skin  is 
stretched  over  this  frame  and  given 
n  life-like  appearance  by  stuffing 
with  tow-  All  .that  remains  then  Is 
to  add  the  glass  eyes.  T\ie  legs  and 
claws  are  the  bird’s  own  property, 
though  they  ore  made  more  firm 
with  the  use  of  wire. 

Mr.  Tudder  will  accept  any  speci¬ 
men  of  wild  Ufa  that  Is  suitable  for 
mounting.  He1  would  especially  like 
a  ynrlety  of  game  birds,

Report  Progress  Made 

In  room  215,  where  girls  are  busily 
engaged  In  bookbinding,  there  are 
on  display  various  articles  made  by 
these  girls  in  the  Related  Training 
Class  under,  the  supervision  of  the 
Fine  Arts  Department.  Some  of 
these  articles  are  finger  paintings, 
handpainted  trays,  book-ends,  pillow 
tops,  scrapebooks,  and  belts  made  of 
squares  of  cork  which  are  hand  de¬ 
corated  and  put  together  with  lea¬ 
ther  lacing. 

The  bookbinding  project  In  room 
215  which  formerly  was  the  old  Book 
Store  has  been  located  here  at  the 
College  since  November  27,  1939. 

Since  July  1,  1941,  it  has  been  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  National  Youth  Ad¬ 
ministration  and  the  College.  It  is 
a  county  wide  project. 

Mrs.  Irene  Egan  has  been  in 
charge  of  this  project  since  its  be¬ 
ginning. 

Books  are  bound  for  the  College, 
public  libraries,  school  libraries,  and 
also  circular  rural  libraries.  The 
books  are  tom  apart  and  new  covers 
cut.  The  titles  are  reprinted  and 
shellaced.  Measurements  must  be  ex¬ 
act.  All  of  the  work  is  done  by  hand. 

Girls  on  the  bookbinding  project 
are  required  to  work  eighty  hours 
each  month  and  receive  $19  per 
month.  Thirty  girls  work  on  the 
project.  Many  of  the  girls  go  on  to 
better  jobs  and  these  are  replaced 
by  new  applicants. 

The  girls  have  been  taking  a  re¬ 
lated  training  course  in  the  Fine 
Arts  Departments.  Ocie  Rhodes 
taught  the  girls  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Miss  Olive  DeLuce.  The 
girls  are  now  taking  a  related  train¬ 
ing  course  in  the  Industrial  Arts 
Department  with  Miss  Fisher  as 
their  instructor.

Enterprise  at  Horace  Mann  School 


A  real  business  enterprise  is  being 
carried  on  by  the  third  grade  of 
Horace  Mann  school  in  their  store 
which  has  now  come  to  be  known 
as  “The  Horace  Mann  Supply 
Store.” 

Starting  practically  from  scratch 
last  year,  near  the  latter  part  of 
October,  the  store  is  now  in  itsi 
second  year  of  operation  and  since 
the  opening  of  the  school  year  has 
done  what  might  be  called  a  “land- 
office”  business.  A  total  of  $18.25 
has  been  taken  in  since  school  open¬ 
ed  and  it  will  be  no  time  at  all  until 
sales  start  showing  profit. 

Features  School  Supplies 

Some  business  debts  have  to  be 
settled  but  these  will  be  wiped  off 
the  books  by  the  first  of  the  month. 
Last  year’s  stock,  amounting  to  $14, 
purchased  from  the  college  book 
store,  has  been  paid  for  and  new 
stock  in  the  amount  of  $7  was 
bought  to  start  this  year.  Too,  the 
third  graders  borrowed  $10  from  the 
kindergarten-primary  (circus)  fund 
to  start  tire  year’s  business,  but  this 
will  be  paid  by  the  first  of  the 
month,  and  then  the  daily  ledger 
book,  balanced  each  evening,  will 
start  to  show  some  “net  profits.” 

A  supply  store  in  the  true  sense  of 
the  word,  the  store  features  tablets, 
pencils,  crayons  and  various  school 
supplies.  Children  in  the  primary 
rooms  are  the  customers. 

Pencils  are  by  far  the  biggest  item 
in  the  store  and  about  forty-five  of 
these  have  been  sold  already  this

Although  the  Fall  season  is  prac¬ 
tically  with  us  there  Is  still  time  for 
the  enterprising  student  to  garner 
himself  a  bit  of  glory  by  capturing 
some  of  the  remarkable  specimens  of 
whiffinpoofs  which,  despite  the  late¬ 
ness  of  the  season,  are  still  in  great 
numbers  about  the  campus. 

Whiffinpoofs,  it  is  doubtless 
known,  are  those  peculiar  specie  of 
mammal — or  something — which  flit 
hither  and  yon  through  the  atmos¬ 
phere  at  terrific  rates  of  speed.  So 
last  do  they  travel  that  they,  when 
in  motion,  are  invisible  to  the  naked 
eye.  There  are  those  who  will  argue 
that  whiffinpoofs  are  invisible  to  the 
naked — or  fully  clothed — eye  wheth- 
ei  or  not  they  are  in  motion.  These 
persons,  however,  are  decidely  in  er¬ 
ror. 

All  one  must  do  in  order  to  be¬ 
come  aware  of  the  swift  winging 
creatures  is  to  spend  some  three  odd 
hours  in  the  vain  pursuit  of  biologi- 1 


cal  science,  smoke  four  hand  rolled 
cigarettes  in  quick  succession,  step 
into  the  glaring  sunlight — or  moon¬ 
light,  if  that  is  preferred — and  close 
one’s  eyes  tightly.  The  closing  of 
the  eyes,  of  course,  leaves  the  eyes 
no  longer  naked,  as  they  are  covered 
by  the  eyelids. 

After  one  has  once  obtained  a 
view  of  the  whiffinpoofs,  their  cap¬ 
ture  becomes  an  easy  matter.  All 
that  remains  is  to  read  several  hun¬ 
dred  additional  pages  of  biological 
science,  smoke  four  more  hand 
rolled  cigarettes,  as  before,  in  quick 
succession,  and  the  method  of  cap¬ 
ture  will  outline  itself  quickly  with¬ 
out  additional  information  needed.
